. and a wall of coal fell in’ and 
crushed several inen to death, there 
were those who recalled the prophecy. 

The circumstances was _ forgotten, 
until the witch of Pictou County hap- 
pened to be looking in-the cup to 
while away an hour when business 
was dull and she saw more trouble. 
This time she predicted a “falling in 
of water” in the Foord pit of the 
Albion mines, at BStellarton, to. be at- 
tended with fatal results. There was 
nothing indefinite about her jere- 
miads; she gave the date, and indi- 
cated about the number of lives which 
would be Jost. The Foord pit was the 
deepest coal mine in the world, the 
chief entrance to which was straight 
down into the bowels of the earth in 
a huge, two-storied- steel cage or ele- 
vator. The workings were a very 
catacomb of sages and galleries, 
one series under the other. They ex- 
tended away out under the East river,. 
whioh is there an inlet of the sea,* 
but there was a solid roof of rock and 
coal hundreds of feet thick between 
the waters and the workings. There- 
fore her prediction seemed so impos- 
sible that few 1 ite heeded it. 

On the day fre » half-a-dozen or so 
of the miners were working away at 
what was supposed to be a solid wall 
of coal when there was a sudden rush 
and roar and a mighty volume of 
water broke in upon them, crushing 
and drowning all who were working 
there at the time.» It turned out that 
the men had unconsciously been cut 
ting their way into an old abandoned 
working, when they thought that they 
were driving into the solid coal of 
centuries.

That same morning the wife of one 
of the miners who a8 to have gone 
down in the day shift, stole ber hus- 
band’s clothes while he slept, and fied 
from the house to preeny him going 
to work that day. It saved his life.- 

That morning there was a rum 
bling boom beneath the earth, and it 
‘soon became evident that the explo- 
tion had come. “What caused it no 
one knows to this day. 

Some of the miners escaped by 
making a long detour and going up 
the slope of the Cage Pit, which con- 
nectei with th: Foord Pit. They 
cuuld not tell what the fate of their 
comrades was. A large number of 
lives werealost. 

The next day a party of managers 
went down to investigate, and slmost 
tight up to the very cage they found 
corpses of men and horses. It was 
found that the mine.was a cacidron 
of fiames.

When he had finished 
sacrificing it, the flesh had served 
his poreaee: His high exaltation is 
on the spirit plane, far above the 
angels. His appearances Uvring the 
forty days were very brief and few, 
after the manner in which gels 
had previously appeared in the Besh. 
They were for the purpose of con- 
vineing the disciples that he was no 
longer dead, and to convince them 
also that he was no longer limited to 
earthly powers, as before his death. 
He was “put to death in the flesh, 
a quickened in spirit" (I. Peter fii, 

). 


Notice how God's gift expands, car- 
trying blessings with each change. 
The glorified Jesus, when he ascend: 
ed up on high, had to his credit, so 
to speak, the human, earthly rights 
which he had sacrificed. Those rights 
were sufficient for the whole world. 
Because all had been condemned 
through one man, all could be justi- 
fied, atoned for, by the sacrifice of 
one perfect man-—-“the man Christ 
Jesus, who gave himeclf a ransom fo» 
all” (I. Timothy ii, 5, 6). 

But the ascended Saviour, although

usehold of faith. Unbelievers are 
not covered by that application of 
Christ's merit. In order to get under 
the merit of Christ now they must 
believe, renounce sin and make a 
consecration of themselves to walk in 
the Bedsemer's footsteps as living 
sacrifices. Under this provision the 
Gospel call has been going forth for 
now eighteen cetturies. The object 
of this, the Scriptures tell us, is to 
seiect primarily the Church of Christ, 
a “little flock,” “the Bride. the 
Lamb's wile” and joint-heir with him 
in his Millennial Kingdom, which is 
to bless the world. 

Throughout this Gospel Age a faith- 
ful “little flock” has gradually been 
Bathered. Their test is their willing- 
ness to lay down their lives in the 
Lord's service—in the service of the 
Truth and in the service of the breth- 
ren. In,dloing this they are sacrificing 
with Jesus; as the Apostle sugrests, 
“I beseech you, therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye pra. 
sent your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy and acceptable unto God, which 
is your reasonable service” (Romans 
xii, 1). This sacrifice of Christ's 
“membera"’ is counted in as part and 
parcel of the sacrifice of Christ. When 
this sacrificing shall be Snished it will 
mean that the merit of Christ's sacri. 
fice at Calvary appropriated to the 
Church ‘will have been Jaid down 
again—returned to the credit of the 

Then, at the conclusion 
of this Age, when the Inst “member 
of the Body” has suffered with him 
and been glorified. the great High 
Priest will apply the blood afresh—- 
not. again for his members and the 
household of faith, however, but for 
the world, as the type clearly shows.

In Toronto, Sir Hichard 
Cartwright had once said the Senate 
was a millstone around the necks of 
the Canadian people, which he prayea 
that providence would soon remove. 
When he became a Senator himself.

Sir Oliver Mowat in 1893 had said: 
“We are agreed as to the necessity of 
a fundamenta} reform of the Senate, ii 
for any reason it must or should be 
retained.” 

Mr. -Lancaster, however, regarded 
the Senate as an entirely useless body, 
which should be abolished. 

H.-H. Miller, South Grey, said he 
would vote for the abolition of the

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said he regarded 
the Senate us a body necessary for 
the protection of minorities. No case 
where Senate intervention had to be 
invoked jin this regard had occurrec 
in Canada, but it might occur. ;

MORE RACING EVIDENCE 


Opponents of 'Race Track Reform Pile 
Up Testimony in Favor of Present 
System — Hon. Messrs. Pugsley, 
‘Lemieux and Oliver Bring In 

Important Government Bills— 
To Change Immigration Act. * 


Ottawa, Jan. 20.—Four Governmen* 
bills were introduced in the Hous 
yesterday. Mr. Oliver's immigratio: 
bill, Mr. -Pugsley’s bill relating te 
the protection “of navigable waters 
and two bills by Mr. Lemieux, having 
for their object control of cable rater 
by the Board of Railway Commission 
ers. 

Mr. Oliver explained that the im- 
migration act of 1906 required to be 
amended becanse of the changed. con- 
ditions of immigration since that 
year. The principle of the act is to; 
altered, it is contended simply in its 
method of operation by reason of the 
nécessity of adopting active exclu- 
sive conditions at the internutiona’ 
boundary. The act of 1906 has Eu 
fopean immigrants more particularl;. 
in view. 

It is provided in the bill that 4 

“of inquiry will deal with simu 
rants and will have the responsibil 

ty regarding all undesirables, Jt i 
also provided that, until the imini 
Brant has been paxsed by the officer> 
of the Government, he will not be able 
fo avail himself of the protection of 
the courts of the country. , 

Under the present act no “bridges, 
wharves or piers are allowed to bi: 

ilt on navigable waters whicl. 
would be a hindrance to navigation 
unless authority. is given by the cov: 
ernor-in-council, but doubt hax some 

times arisen as to what constitutes a 
hindrance to navigation. By Mr 
Pogsley’s bill, any bridge, boom, dam 
wharf, pier or structure of any kind 
which is to be erected on navigable 
Waters must be approved. 

Mr. Lemieux’s wo bills include the 
transatlantic wireless conipanies. aml 
provides that within four month: 
cable companies must file their tariff- 
with the Railway Board. 

David Hemerson asked the Premier 
when the report ax to the regulation: 
governing fishing in international wn 
ters would be made public. Sir Wil 
frid replied that as it had been agreed 
that they are to proclaim simultane. 
ously in Washington and Ottawa, he 
could net give a defivite answer. 

Mr. Foster drew attention to a pro 
clamation regarding the United States 
tariff in which it was stated that 
Great Britain would have the benefit 
of the minimum tariff. Would this

Party Rules the Destiny of the Next 
Parliament, Unteis the’ Trend of§ 
Voting In Sreat Britain Changes 
‘Inthe Next Few Days—Bal- 
four Seems Well Satisfied. 


London, Jan. 24.—Never in the re- 

collection of the oldest politicians 
have the British parties been in such 
“a perplexing ition as they find 
themselves ay, and are likely to 
face when the next House of Com- 
mons is organized. 
\ So evenly divided will be the mem- 
bership of the next House, and so 
close.is the popular vote, that the re- 
sult of the ee ier dar iret 
purposes may considered a tie. 

No human mind can divine which 
of the principal and different ques- 
tions before the electors had the most 
influence at the polls, or whether the 
results mean that the people demand 
tarjff reform, or are loyal/to the Lords 
or anxious to reject Chancellor Lloyd. 
George's budget, or whether ull three 
of these had an equal effect. 

nder these circumstances neither 
party wants the responsibility of at- 
tempting to legislate, and, since a 
division ‘must be so close, the Union- 
ieta are better satisfied to be in the 
opposition than to have won by a very 
small majority. 2 

Mr. Balfour's speeches show plainly 
that with the existing conditions he 
is glad not to have contro! of the 
Government. Premier Asquith would 
be equally pleased to escape the perils 
of piloting the party through the 
troubled waters. There are precedents 
for him to ask the King to summon 
another leader to form the Govern- 
ment, but no one expects him to haul 
down his flag. : ‘ 

All the prophets. made the predic. 
tion that the new Cabinct will find 
itself in the minority within a year, 
and that the country will plunge into 
snother general election. 

The remarkeble figures recorded at 
this stage of the balloting foreshadow 
clearly how nearly equal both the 
popular vote and the membership ot 
the House of Commons will be divid- 
ed between the two great factions. 

The popular vote stands: 

Unionists ... ... 2... 2,565,627 
Liberals 2,924,315 

This gives the united Liberal-Lubor 
Party a majority of 153,803 in ao total 
vote of 5,205,157. 

To-day the membership of the House 
of Commons is a tie, the Unionists 
and the combined Liberal-Labor party 
each having elected 218 representa- 
tives. - 

One hundred and sixty-seven seats 
remain to be filled, of which 1@2 are 
English.. In the last Parliament 
these were: Unionist, 36; Liberati, 
115; Nationalist, 16. Should the pres- 
ent trend of voting continue; neither 
the Unionists nor the Liberals can

There are two townsites at Elk

Numbers Forty 


Montreal, Jan. 26,—It was stated 
at the Canadian Pacific headquarters 
last night that fivemore bodies had 
been discovered in the river at Webb- 
wood— that of Layery, the C.P.R. 
fireman, J. Lucant,‘p foreigner from 
Rhinelander, Wisconsin; Frank Mor- 
tison, bound for Ekoba, Ont.; Dr. 
Mclelan of Sudbury, and Charles 
Carey, the airbrakeXinspector, who 
was on the train. This brings the 
company's official list of dead up to 
forty, i E 

Strenuous efforts are still being 
mude by divers ta search the wreck- 
* uge under the ice in the river in case 
be still more bodies 
there, but this is difficult, work, as 
the wreckage is unter heavy ice, 
while the bottom of the river is solt 
mud, covered with wreckage. 

Thé conviction is expressed by the 
Canadian Pacific officials that the list 
of dead has been almost closed, as 
the present list of dead, injured and 
others tallies closely with the number 
supposed to have on ‘the train. 


' Exact figures are unobtainable, since 


it was not possible to find just how 
y people were on the train at 
time the accidént happened, while 
in the confusion after the accident 
a number of those who sustained min- 


te injuries or were unhurt left the 
| place without any record. 


In an official statement yesterday 


MeNicoll, vice-president of the Cana- 
dian Pacific, said: “There is no truth 
in muny of the reporta which have 
been sent out regarding the Webb- 
wood acciaent, especially as to the 
circumstances surrounding the death 
of the victims. We have reported the 
names of the victims as we were able 
to secure them, and we -have taken 
every possible care of . everybody 
who was so unfortun: as to be in 
the accident. | ma: y that the offi- 
cials of the Canadian Pacific feel the 
blow ten times prore Iabedat than 
those who have been writing about it. 

“It was bad enough, God knows, 
without making it appear worse than 
it was. 

“As far as can be ascertained there 
wes nobody, ving or dead on the 
car when it was burned, J have met 
several who were on the scene im- 
mediately after the accident, before 
the wrecked car caught fire, and they 
all state that there was no one ou 
the car when. it.was barat. The stories 
of injured people bemg cremated are 

re fiction. Ouf reports from the 

ospitals shuw that none of the. injur- 

ed auffered from burns, the only one 
who showed any signs of fire being 
a boy whose hair was singed. Since 
the accident everything possible has 
been done to look after the injured, 
and to treat the bodies of the ‘dead 
with every consideration,” 

As to the cause of the accident, Mr. 
McNicoll stated that this bad not yet 
been discovered. Mr. J. W. Leonard 
returned yesterday from the scene, 
bat had not been able % find any 
evidence which would show what had 
derailed the car which caused the 
smash. 

“I have seen half a dozen people,” 
aaid the vice-president, ‘who were 
on the train, apd they state that. it 
wae running sharp on time, and pro- 
ceeding at its usual rate of thirty tu 
thirty-five miles an hour. There ix no 
gtuund for the theory that the traiu 
was running at excessive speed, and 
there are eo many causes which might 
have led to the derailing of the car 
that it is impossible to theorize. An 
investigation will be held, both by the 
coroner there, and the engineers ol 
the Ruilway Commission, and the 
C.P.R. will do everything in itg power 
to bring out the facts.”

First came the grinding and 
bumping of the derailment, I did‘not} 
scem to feel the cura leap through the 
air. but suddenly two men who were 
sitting opposite me rosq in the airand 
were flung on to me, 1 remember 
thinking vaguely that that was 4 
fenny thing for them to ‘do? and oa 
top of that my mind cleared and, I 
tnew at once what had vappenca. 
There came the head-on crash of the 
car’s impact on the ice, and from ev- 
ery quurter water burst in on us, 
meningty in tons, 2 thought first 
of my sister, then 1 wondered wie- 
ther drowning in such icy w...:r 
would be painful Iustinetively I made 
the motions of swimming, but 1 don't 
think that held mc up. My theory 
of how I got out Is that the sudden 
compression of the air in the smok- 
ing compartment burst the windows 
outward and ‘I was blown out by it. 
1 certainly did not make any efforts 
to crawl through any apertures, iso 
far as I remember, although I do re- 
member gazing upwards at a gleam 
of light above my head that must 
have come through a fanlight, 
“The water inside iy compartment 
was whirling round end round like a 
whirlpool, and I floated around with 
it.

The fish 
Pirates shouted defiance, and Briggs 
fired a warning shot. ‘The pirates re 
turned the shot, amd bullets nearly 
hit Briggs. For safety he’ took refuge 
behind a tree and returned the fire. 
hoping to sink the boat. Briggs says 
he fired only three’ shots, and that 
sbout a dozen were fired by the others 
The tree behind which he stood show: 
the marks of the bullets.

Paris, Jan. 27,—At one o'clock this 
wnorning the water was rising rapidly 
and had reached to within a few 
inches of the parsed of the quay at 
‘the Louvre. The flood threatened mo- 
mentarily to inundate the Schulture 
Gillery where are\kept the Venus of 
Milo and-other priceless art treasures. 

The danger to the Louvre is increas- | 
ed by the presence at this point nt 
a big sewer, which it is feared will 
burst A gang‘of masons was ‘hur- 
riedly assembled; and is working un- 
der high pressure, in the glare of flar- 
ing gas Jamps, building a concrete 
wall to keep out the water. : 

Late despatches from the provinces 
bring a ray of hope. These indicate 
that the situation there has improved 
and that the-floods have at length 
reached their crest. The affluents ot 
the Scine are even inning to show 
a tendency to drop. e Rhone and 
8sone Rivers, however, are still rising.

Already the damage is officially es- 
timated at $200,000,000 and every hour 
adds millions more. e death roll 
also is growing at a frightful rate, and 
when the epidemic, which now ap- 
pears inevitable, breaks out, it wil: 

Already scarlet 
fever hus appeared among the refugees 
at Ivry.

Donations of Books to Replace De 
stroyed Library Coming tn. 


Toronto, Jan. 29—Hon. Col. -Mathe- 
son, Provincial Tressurer, announced 
ut the close of yesterday's session of 
the Legislature ‘that he hoped to be 
able to bring down the budget on 
Thursday, if all the catimates were 
ready by that time. 

n bringing forward a motion ex- 
Pressing grateful satisfaction at the 
donations which have been made to 
the province towards the reconsteuc- 
tion of the library, the treasurer men- 
tioned that Sir Wilirid Laurier hed 
generousiy given instructions to all 
the departments of the Dominion 
Government to do all in their power 
to assist the province. The Dominion 
had contributed 700 volumes.

Two third-class cars and a Pullman 
wf a train from Brighton, traveling 
ata speed of forty miles an hour, 
etashed into the station. The third- 

cars were completely wrecked, 
and a part of the building was de- 
molished. The Pullman was thrown 
wiolently into the air, but was com- 
paratively little damaged. Its passen- 
gers escaped with minor injuries. _ 

Accounts of the cause of the acci- 
@ent differ. One says that it was due 
to the derailment of a portion of the 
train, which jumped the points where 
pthe branch joins the line just outside 
the station. Another account attri- 

the cause to the breaking of the 
coupling between the first and second 
-cars. ‘ 

The two third-class cars reared al- 
mnost on their ends and toppled over 
on the platform, bringing down a 
gnass of iron girders and timbers from 
the station. 

Robert J. Wsnne. the former U. 8. 
consul-genera) at London, who was 
fm the Pullman, escaped uninjured. 
In describing the accident he said: 

*“We were passing through Stouts
